3. Dl discloses an electron emitting device comprising a substrate, a cathode layer, a resist-ive 
layer, a gate insulating layer, a gate electrode layer and emitter. D2 discloses FED comprising a 
emitter layer(103), an insulating layer(105 and 106), a gate electrode layer (104), an insulator 
layer (208), and an anode layer. 

As mentioned above, the features of Claims 1-2 are already disclosed in Dl and D2 in a similar fields 
of application, or are included among several straightforward possibilities or combinations from which 
a skilled person could select without the exercise of inventive skill. Therefore, the subject matters 
of Claims 1-2 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3).
